To make a place for Mr. Hanna, 
Mr. Sherman must be gotten out of the 


way, 
BO Mr. McKinley baits his hook 


with an offer to Sherman of the Sec- 
retary of State portfolio. He would 
take Mr. Sherman into the Cabinet to 
make room for llanna in the Senate, 
But, there ia an obstacle in tbe way of 
Hanna's advancement to the Senate. 
Qovernor Bushnell of 
Ohio wants 


Sherman's seat ia the Senate. It is his 
ambition, he has the promise of Sena- 
tor Foraker's support two years hence. 
He must appoint a Senator to serve 
out Senator Sherman's term, if Sher- 
man should resign. He cannot appoint 
himself, to appoint Hanna would be to 
put Hanna in a position to succeed 
himself. Therefore, Governor Bnsbnell 
will not give bis promise to appoint 
Hanna to the Senate. And so the 
political drama layed out to get Hanna 
into the Senate may miscarry and Mc- 
Kinley's Cabinet making bait.

ACCOBIFtlSHKD. 


A Large Lot of Talk ;on. tho.. Racetrack 


Proposition. 


An exceptionally large number of 


representative citizens assembled at 
the court-house last evening to discuss 
tho ad visibility of securingan adequate 
tract of land for the Agricultural EK- 
periuient station,' and incidentally of 
transferring the title of Agricultnral 
Park to the University. 


H. H. Beck called the meeting to 


order, and W. O. H. Martin was chosen 
permanent Chairman. W. H. Higgins 
waa elected Secretary. 


Mr. Martin stated as the object of 


the meeting was a proposition that .the 
State Fair grounds be deeded to the 
University, 
called upon President 


Stubbs for information regarding the 
matter. 


Tbe main point in Dr. Stubbs' speech 


was that the State was in danger of 
losing the $16,000 appropriation the 
Government makes yearly for agricul- 
tural experiment purposes in this State 
because there was not enough land pro- 
vided. He regarded the purchase of 
eighty acres, or even more, as a good 
business proposition, as it would in- 
sure the circulation of the entire ap- 
propriation among the citizens of our 
State. 


Quite a lively debate for and against 


followed, a number of good ideas being 
advanced by the advocates on each 
side. 


Judge Curler made a motion that a 


committee of three be appointed to 
take the matter in hand and report at a 
future meeting. 


Then 'Senator Siimmerfleld, assisted 


by Attorney Jones, sprung a joker on 
the meeting. 
Mr. Snmmerfield con- 


tended that if the people of \Vashoe 
county took any action looking to the 
purchase of land it would be next'to 
impossible to obtain assistance from 
the State. 


This statement was received with 


evident disbelief by quite a number, 
but when C. .A, Jones told how the 
Carson Jockey Club purposed turning 
ita property over to the State in order 
to obtain the necessary appropriation 
for a State fair, to the entire disoom 
fitnre o! the people of Washoe cownty, 
Snmmerfield stock took a jump. 


A vote taken on the question was de 


oidedly one-sided—all against the ap- 
pointment of the committee.

Government Owuerihlp Would be a 


Greet Benefit to Nevada. , 


EDITOB JOURNAL:—Some of tbe papers 


of this State are greatly alarmed about 
the effect on Nevada taxes should the 
Government own and 
operate tbe 


Union and Central Pacific Railroads. 
Now, 
let us see if thja fear is vwell 


founded. The amonit of .taxes paid 
by tbe Central Pacific in Nevada is but 
a trifle compared with the exorbitant 
fares and freight, charges collected 
from the patrons of ;the> road in this 
State. In many, instances* the people 
of Nevada have been charged more for 
a haul of ISO miles,; than is charged by 
the. other r'oade for1 4 haul of 2,000 
miles. I have seen-a statement where 
n prominent merchant of-Keuo received 
a carload of wlrV~trotn Waukeegan, 
Illinois., The freight charges on thin 
wire/was in ro'dncl numbers $98 from 
Wan keeg'an* to Sacramento. And from 
Sacramento ,back fa Reno, some 1,800 
miles less distance; the freight charges 
were $192; or nearly three times as 
much freight charge to Beno as to 
Sacramento; and the Central Pacific 
received tbe. entire benefit of tbe ex- 
tortion, while thei people of Nevada 
footed the bill. At this rate of extor- 
tion, bow long does it take the people 
of this State to reimburse the Central 
Pacific for the amount of taxes paid 
in Nevada ? 


li this Government is as capable of 


operating railroads* as some of tbe less 
pretentious, Governments, then 
the 


people of this State under Government 
ownership and operation, would save 
more in three months in fares and 
freights than the Central Pacific pays 
in taxes in ooe year; while tbe amount 
that the people would- save in the 
other ninp months -would enable them 
to have many of the luxuries of lite, 
including frequent trips over Govern- 
ment railroads. 


It is believed by those who have care- 


fully investigated Government owner- 
ship and operation'of railroads that 
passengers can be carried from Sin 
Francisco to Boston for $10. And tbe 
fare from Beno to San Francisco ought 
not to exceed $2. With snob rates as 
these, and with a correct Government 
system of'finance, there would be more 
than ten times tbe travel over the roads 
that there is at present. This would 
exert a healthy influence oti the labor 
market, for there would bo so many 
people traveling and the freight traffic 
would be so great that the Govern- 
ment wonld have to keep an immense 
army at work to operate tbe roads, 
while the net revenue derived from the 
enormous traffic would go far towards 
defraying the expenses of tbe Govern- 
ment. 


Let the Government own and oper- 


ate 'the railroads. The Silver party 
and the People's party of Nevada de- 
clared emphatically in favor of it in 
their State platforms. It is the ouly 
correct solution of the• transportation 
question.
